Haddington, Sept. 17. 1787. 
V JHEREAS it has been feveral times attempted by the 
‘County of Edinburgh, to-obtain a law to ere&t a 
Turnpike gate for colleiing a toll near Muffelburgh ; but 
upon the declared refolutions of this county to oppofe it, 
(as, unreafonable and. improper), the fcheme has been as of 
ten laid afide, And whereas, to prevent fo unnecetlary and 
burdenfome a tax, this county did in the year 1-82, enter 
into. a contraét with the town of Mouffelburgh, both to put 
and keep in good repair that part of the poft road from 
Ravenfhaugh Burn to Magdalen Bridge; which has aecord- 
ingly been done fufficiently at a very confiderable expence ; 
yet it now appears, that the former attempt is to be again 
renewed, without regard to thefe circumftances. Thefe are 
therefore to requeft, that the Noblemen, Gentlemen, Free- 
holders, Juftices of Peace, Truftces of the Turnpikes, and 
Commiffioners of Supply of this county, will ineet within
